THE OVERGROWN 5-year-old needs the attention of 
a children’s specialist: His diet should be watched, his growth 
measure i and his functions tested to make sure that everything 
possible is being done to keep the balance between the 
growth of his body and the development of his mind. That 
is important. His mind will be behind his physical growth 
and he needs help to Overcome the conditions that arise 
from this complication. » 

Overgrown children of any age are in a tight place. 
They do net have the mentality of older children and 
consequently, there is a wide gap between them. A child of 
5 does not play easily with those of 7 to 9. If he, like 
Joseph, is the same size as the older children, they expect 
him to be equal in every. other way and he is not.

TELLING SUCH CHILDREN to hold their own does no 
good. They still have to grow the power that will enable 
“them to take their places among their mates of comparable 
mental development. Time and good care will bring that about. 

Parents should be understanding; protect the child as 
much as possible while letting him do all he can to help 
himself. Talking to his tormentors often is apt to make 
matters worse, but if one of the 12- to 14-year-old group 
takes the younger boy under his wing, it wsually helps a 
great deal. However, remember that the over-grown 5-year- 
o'd’s mind has not kept pace with his body growth. Joseph 
may be big, but he is still 5.
